Faiser Wilhelm Institite (KWI) for brain rezeerch in Berlin-Buch. This 
cepartment is working on solid bodies, lumlious material and gas discharges, 
She former KWI is now controlled by the Geraan Acadeny of Sciences, which 
in tarn is controlled by the Russians througn the SED. 


Frofessor Moeglich, wso is with the Physikal::sche-Chemische Institut of | 
the University of Berlin, became a convert tt communism after having been 
@ good member of tho Nazi party. He has a leading position at the 
Zentralverwoltung fuer Kultur u. Erziehung ((ontral Administration for 
Culture and Edueation). Aleng with Professor Rompe, he exerts a decisive 
influence on the acedemic life of the Russian Zone. 


Frofessor Rompe himself acts in an advisory capacity at the former KWI in 
fueh, although he is not now actively partaking in any research there, 


it the former KWI there is allegedly another desartment which comes under 
the direction of Professor Friedrich, formerly (iractor of the Institute 
for Radiation Researeh in Berlin, Luisenstrasse, This institute, destroyed 
curing the war, wes transferred to the former KWI in Buch, Professor 
¥riedrich's department is supposed to be working on radiation research and 
the problems of directing and influencing biological processes. 


Also working in Buch is, (or wat), Professor Dr. Jane Nachtsheim, a speciale 
ist in eugenics, genetics, sex determination, and the mutation of hereditary 
traits. I+ is not quite clear whether lachtsheiy is working with Friedrich's 
department or whether he has bis own department. (Recent information makes — 
it doubtful that Nachteheim is still at Buch). 


It is reported that an institute for cancer reswarch is to be epanea at the 
former KWI in Buch. Credence is lent to this report by the eppearance in 


Eueh of Professor Lohmann, physlologist, and his assistant, Dr. Naegeler, 


vho formerly worked with Professor Warburg, one of the foremost cancer 
research nen. 
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In the fall of 1947 Professor Ruesitin, neurologist, formerly at the Charite 
Hospital, uerlin, Russian Seotor, wae contacted by the Russians who invited 
hin toopen a research department in Buch. This department we to devote 
itself to the study of action processes of the brain, the measuring of 
brain waves ard vibrations by means of electrodes, the graphie charting of 
the actions ani reaotions of the brain, The Russiens promised Professor 
ntueskin to equip his department with the latest apparatus and instruments 
and apparently intended not to spare any money or effort. Then suddenly 
the Russians iroke off nezotdations. reportedly because they considered 
Preofescor Rucecin teo far thorimineted politically, since Rueskin had been 
a member of the £5, Anothar more nrobable emanation is that the Russians 


' hed become eusicious of Ruasiints western connections and his frequent trips 


to the west, fueskin, although he stil? lived at the Charite, wes not per. 
mitted to work there because of his politieal past. Wis trips to the west
